The settlement followed a series 
of conferences which lasted through­ 
out the night, the last of which be­ 
ing a meeting of the conference com 
mittee of managers of the roads af

grand officers representing the Order 
of Railway Conductors, Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, 
and 
the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, the latter represent- 
the 11.

This conference

hours, after which the vital questions 
at issue were disposed 
of and the 
agreement was taken to James Mur­ 
dock, vice president of the B. O. R.

Waco, Tex., July 30.— Searching 
expeditions 
consisting 
of provost 
guards of the Tw enty-Fourth United 
j States Infantry and members of the 
local police force today were search­ 
ing the environs of Waco for a de­ 
tachment of fourteen armed negroes, 
members of the Tw enty-Fourth In­ 
fantry, who late last night as the 
culmination of a night of trouble on 
the streets 
with 
white 
citizens, 
clashed w'ith a squad of policemen 
and soldiers. 
Will Jones, negro trooper, 
was 
shot in the head, possibly seriously 
and Patrolman Todd, Edgar Williams 
and Neal 
Harris, 
all white men 
slightly injured. 
Th*> troops arrived yesterday from 
El Paso to do temporary guard duty 
over government property at Camp 
McArthur, pending arrival of Wis­ 
consin and Michigan troops. 
The trouble started shortly after 
9 o clock when the negro troopers 
massed before a negro cJ.iema the 
atre opposite the city 
hall, refused 
to permit white citizens to pass. Po­ 
lice reserves were called to clear the 
streets and the tense situation sub­ 
sided for the time. 
About two hours 
la* t hostilities 
broke out 
afresh 
when Patrolm an Hodd, in a fisticuff 
with one of the newcomers broke a 
finger. 
W hite citizens 
soon after 
congregated on the city square when 
reports were received that a group 
of fourtee nnegro soldiers had 
de­ 
parted from their camp for town to 
tart a fight. 
Enlisting the aid of 
the provost 
guards of the 
negro 
troops. Night Captain Jam es encoun­ 
tered the rebellious soldiers before 


u!j alley on North Second street. 
A 
volley was fired into the on-coming 
group by the police and members of 
the provost guard with the injury of 
Jones, a member of the little band of 
recalcitrants. 
The invaders, 
outnumbered, fled 
with the first shots and 
the police 
returned to headquarters 
to obtain 
more guards from the militia. 
They 
were joined shortly 
afterw ard 
by 
aptain HIgginson and Lieut. Crom- 
ley, officers of the Tw enty-Fourth in ­ 
fantry, to aid in the rounding up of 
the rebellious troopers. 
A posse with live motor cars, com­ 
mandeered by the police, took 
a 
route down the Brazos river while a. 
detachm ent of troops under Captain 
Higgineon proceeded to beat the o u t­ 
skirts of the city. 
Following insti­ 
tution of the man hunt, the streets 
wore cleared of pedestrians and q u ie t! 
was restored after a night of excite­ 
ment. 
The searchers will continue their 
efforts until the 
band is captured. 
Army officers stated their belief th a t 
the men 
would be 
taken 
w ithout 
further shooting.
